Chicago, 111., Sept. 8.—William 3ar- 


Iholin. lias ended his career of en ma 


by adding suicide to tbe murders of 
liis mother and his sweetheart, Min- 
nie Mitchell. His body was found in 
a field of fiax near Lowtlier, a suburb 


nf Riceville, Iowa. It was found 
in 


the thick of the growing grain and in 
cue of the pockets was a letter soi.i 
io contain a fall confession of the 
tv\o murders, which for atrocity have 
not been equaled in the criminal an- 
nals of Illinois. 


The letter was in Bartholin's hand- 


-writing, according to those who have 
had opportunity to compare it willi 
the originals of the man's writing 
sent out by the police. 
After going 


into details of the hidden crimes, ex- 
plaining liov,', when and why the mur- 
ders wore committed, the writer sign- 
ed his name, "Will Bartholin." 


The similarity of this 
signature 


with the rest of the writing satisfied 
the officers of Lowther that "at least 
they had what remained of the man 
for whom the police and detectives in 
every city of the United States have 
been searching 
for 
more 
than 
a 


month. 


The confession bore the 
date of 


August 31, last Sunday, and it is pre- 
sumed that Bartholin, haunted by t) e 
crimes lie had committed, knowing he 
•was being hunted down like a clog, 
Sliding himself ' cornered, .pennile---s 
and without a friend to whom to turn 
for aid, used the same pistol with 
which he had killed Minnie Mitchell 
to endthis o-\ra life. 


In later advices it is announced that 


in the poclrets where the confession 
was found Bartholin had several let- 
ters written to him by Minnie Mitch- 
ell before sue disappeared. 


Coroner Carpenter took possession 


of to-e confession and all the letters 
and effects found. 


The body is badly decomposed from 


its exposure. 
Bartholin was totally 


out of funds and tired of dodging offi-, 
cers. 
Everywhere he went he was 


confronted with pictures of 
himself j 


and rewards for his capture, and re- 
alized soont-r or later he- must be 


horno July 7, and her son announced 
that sho was visiting relatives in Mil- 
waukee.

all doubt that Bartholin was guilty 
of the crimes. The last chapter of the 
sickening tragedy was written in the 
lonely rice fields of Iowa when 
tholin blew out his own brains.

Tlie Trolley Garbage Can. 


I 
The trolley garbage can invented by 


' John M. Hatton of Des Jloines, la., 
is submitted as a practical time and 
labor saving device, its use being also 
recommended on sanitary grounds, as 
it removes the garbage can farther 


, from the dwelling than the housekeep- 


I er would be likely to place it if a trip 
' to'It were necessary every time any 


I refuse has to be disposed of. In this 
arrangement a large can is stationed 
as far as possible from the house, with 
a wire strung tightly from a post 
above the can to a bracket secured to 
the wall near the kitchen door or a con- 
venient window. On this wire runs a 
small receptacle, with a cord wound on 
a reel to control its journeys to and 
from the larger receiver in the yard. 
The small can has a hinged bottom 
which is ordinarily closed and held in 
position by a latch, but as the can 
slides down the inclined wire this 
latch comes in contact with the trip- 
ping rod above the receiving car, when 
the weight of the garbage immediately 
drops the bottom and allows the can 
to empty itself. The bottom is then 
automatically closed by a- spring con- 
tained in the biage, and the delivery 
can is ready to be drawn back to the

DISCOVERY 


Precious Metal Falls Into Creek Every 


Spring from a Glacier—The Bed 


Inexhaustible. 


Tacoma, Sept. 8—News of an im- 


portant placer strike on the coast back 
of Cape Yaktag, in the Copper River 
country, has just arrived. 
Three 


weeks ago a prospector arrived in 
Valdes from Yaktag with locations for 
record. He told of his discovery to a 
few friends, and together they started 
off to locate more claims and com- 
mence developments. The discoverers 
related L'uttt wliile prospecting iu the 
viciriity of Yaktag they found goo I 
prospects 'on one creek that became 
better towards its source. They final 
tf 
ly found gold plentiful in the sand anfi 
gravel on either side of the creek. 


After going twelve miles for a rock- 


er they worked for thirty hours and 
cleaned up thirty-one and a half ounc- 
es of gold. They staked three claims 
and then left for Kavaka and Valdes to 
tell their friends. 


The discoverer said that the gold 


came from large deposits of cement 
conglomerate which lay near the head 
of tbe creek. A glacier overruns these 
deposits and seems to be crushing out 
free gold, which is washed down the 
stream in springtime.

AN OCEAN POSTOFFICE. 


Scheme For KstnliliMhliiK Midocean 


"Wi rele.su Telegraph. 


A scheme Is on foot in Liverpool 


which, it is claimed by tbe English 
shipping journals, will soon be in com- 
mercial operation for utilizing win-less 
telegraphy in a midocoan postollice 
and signal station, says the American 
Shipbuilding. It is the intention to 
permanently moor at a point 110 miles 
ivcst of the Lizard a bhip which will 
be equipped with a searchlight aud a 
complete set of Marconi apparatus. As 
the water at the point selected will 
involve the use of a mooring chain 400 
or 500 feet ill length, the weight of 
which would prevent tbe ]>ows from 
riding buoyantly over the heavy seas, 
the vessel will be pro*, iiled with a 
hawse pipe placed in the heel of the 
foremast. 


The searchlight Is to have a vertical 


beam for the purpose of illuminating 
the clouds and enabling the floating 
postoffiee to be picked up at night from 
a distance of sixty miles or more. As 
the vessel will be located in the fair 
way of the English channel it will be 
advantageously placed for the distri- 
bution of orders sent from shore by 
the owners of vessels which are pass- 
ing in and out of the channel. Thus a 
ship coming in from the west or from 
the south could be directed as soon as 
it picked, up the station to proceed ei- 
ther to Liverpool. Bristol or an English 
channel port. By this means pilotage 
and port dues would be reduced, and 
of course there would be a considera- 
ble saving of time. The vessel will 
serve as a floating station which can 
be picked up for wireless communica- 
tion. 


The value of this form of postoffiee 


is expected to be very great. More- 
over, lying at the junction of the three 
great thoroughfares of British and 
continental marine traffic, the station 
should prove particularly valuable in 
salvage work. The scheme on the face 
of it appears to be thoroughly practi- 
cable, ami if carried out it should 
prove to be of considerable service in 
the maritime world.

not be maimed. The sole living occu 
pants will lie six pigeons, which wl, 
be ia the lower compartment of . 
Binall car. 
Water ballast will be cai 


rli'il in a tank suspended by wire rope 
below the car. The tank will be di 
vided into compartments by perforate 
diaphragms. The lowest will have i 
receiving brass conical valve exactlj 
Inclosing an orifice by which the wa 
ter will be allowed to flow out. 
Th 


valve will bo entirely of bronze. 
TI 


it will be attached a spring connect 
ing with the top of the cradle of th 
valve, the lower end being hooked t 
the brass cylinder, which works in : 
cylindrical channel bored verticnllj 
through the center of the valve. Th 
lower end of the cylinder is flattened 
and lo it is attached a brass wir< 
twelve meters long bearing a steel bal 
weighing twenty kilos, which will 
keep tlie valve closed and prevent the 
escape of water. 
The weight of th 


water Is a little over thirteen kilos 
The spring will therefore be supportiu. 
a total weight slightly over seventeen 
kilos, but as its power of resistance 
equals twenty it follows that when 
the weight of the steel ball is removed 
as when it touches the ground, tn 
valve will open, the water will flov 
and the balloon will go up again. 


Even after a loss of a portion of the 


water the valve will remain closed so 
long as the steel ball is suspended 
The upper division of the car is provid 
ed with a camera which is capable ot 
taking a photograph every fifteen tnin 
utes. The car will also carry a hy- 
drometer, a barometer and tiiertnome 
ters. All the instruments are capable 
of working live days. There are also 
arrangements for the escape of the pi 
geons when the balloon strikes the 
ground. There will be a small internal 
air bag of 5GS cubic meters. The bal- 
loon itself will be 1,000 cubic meters. 


Another balloon of fifty-seven cubic 


meters will accompany the main bal- 
loon. It will be composed of varnished 
cambric and inflated with illuminating 
gas and will carry a sail. Its total 
weight will not exceed 170 kilos, in 
eluding the entire equipment.

According to present plans of the 


committee in charge,

avenpe \vill be elaborately illuminated 
during the Grand Army encampment 
next October, and the indications are 
that the displays will be more gorgeous 
than ever before attempted in Wash- 
ington, says the Chicago Inter Ocean.

Pennsylvania avenue from the capi- 


:ol to Fifteenth street is to be illu- 
minated also by corps badges, of 
which there are twenty-five. 
This 


would give one on nearly every street 
corner between the two points. 


Mr. Knox will shortly appoint a sub- 


committee whose duty it will be to 
call on the various merchants of TVash- 
!ngton and ascertain the decorations to 
be provided by each for the night illu- 
minations. Three cash prizes of ?250, 
150 and §100 are to be offered by the 
committee for the best decoration of 
electric lights during the encampment. 
In this way it is proposed to interest 
very business man of the city in the 


enterprise, and if the present ideas are 
carried out there is no question but the 
electrical display that •will greet the 
retcrans at their thirty-sixth annual
